REJECTED BY BRITAIN

LONDON, Oct. 12—Prime Minister 
Chamberlain rejected Adolf Hitler’s peace 
terms today while the crowded House of 


Commons cheered his words. 

In blunt language the German government was told 
to choose between continued warfare and peace in which 
the allied forces would not lose their honor. 


“The issue is plain,” Mr.

the end. It is for Germany to make her choice.” 


HITLER DECIDES 


TO THROW FULL 


FORCE INTO WAR 


BERLIN, Oct. 12—Adolf Hitler 


has decided to throw Germany's 


full force into the war against 


Great Britain and France, inform- 
ed quarters said tonight after 
the Fuehrer conferred for more 
than three hours with his closest 
advisers on Prime Minister 
Chamberlain's speech. 

The British prime minister's ad- 
dress to the House of Commons 
failed to come up to the expecta- 
tions of what Hitler believed his 
broad peace offers demanded, 
these sources said. 

Germany now believes, it was 
added, that further parleys are 
useless and that guns must speak.

Canada is to be the training ground for 
airmen from Great Britain, Australia and 
New Zealand as well as of recruits enlist- 
ing in this Dominion, The plan, an- 
nounced at London and Ottawa, is to make 
Canada the base where fliers from the 
other Empire countries will receive inter- 
mediate and advanced instruction, while 
Canada’s flying men will train here from 
start to finish. 

The geographic position of the Domin- 
ion is thus to be utilized to the full in the 
development of the aviation branch of the 
fighting forces of the Empire. It is far 
enough removed to be safe from 
interference by enemy raiders, and near 
enough that trained men and their ma- 
chines can reach the front with little de- 
lay as and when required. In that respect, 
and in many others, the position of the 
Dominion is ideal. It is within flying dis- 
tance of London, but not within effective 
bombing range from Berlin.

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With winter approaching, when hot fires 
will be required in homes and _ business 
places, the reminder is well timed. 


Lists have been published at this sea- 
son for many years to tell the private citi- 
zen things he should do, and also things 
he should not do, to this end. But these 
are generalizations. Exactly what steps 
he should take in the interests of safety 
the individual must decide for himself, 
after a survey of his premises. A good 
| deal depends on location, the materials out 
of which buildings are constructed, the 
type of heating and cooking appliances in 
use, and various other circumstances. 

But where the will to co-operate is 
present the means will suggest themselves 
if thought is given to the matter. In detail 
this is a job every one must set for him- 
self and carry out in the light of condi- 
tions which only he can fully know. What 
it all boils down to is whether the indivi- 
dual will interest himself enough to look 
about and see what should be done in and 
around his own home, farm, store, office 
or factory, and do it. 


We have not as a nation been attend- 
ing to this duty with even ordinary 
prudence in the past. Last year 44,000 
fires in Canada destroyed and damaged 
property to the estimated value of more 
than $25,000,000. The estimate seems low 
when there is taken into account the vast 
areas of forests which were turned from 
merchantable timber to useless stumps 
and charred logs, in addition to.the defi- 
nitely known losses of improved property. 

And here is something for the house- 
holder to ponder. Of the 44,000 fires, 
three-quarters occurred in dwellings. How 
many of these would have occurred if 
every householder in the land had taken 
Fire Prevention Week and put 
his premises in order two years ago? One- 
tenth? It is doubtful if the number would 
have been that large.

Grimmest of items in last year’s rec- 
ord; 263 men, women and children were 
burned to death or died after suffering in- 
describable torture as the result of in- 
juries sustained in and because of fires. 
With that horrible fact before him, the 
Canadian who can disregard Fire Preven- 
tion Week must be singularly wanting in 
care for the lives of his family and his 


neighbors. 


Every once in a while a German U-boat 
commander does something to win the re- 
spect and admiration of civilized people, 
and which likely enough gets him “in 
wrong” with the Nazi headmen at home. 
One of them sailed into an Irish port and 
landed the crew of a ship he had sent to 
the bottom. It should be recognized that 
he risked his life and the loss of his ship 
and crew in doing so, for had a British 
bomber seen the sub he would have tried 
to sink it, unaware of the humane mission 
on which it was en od. If men of that 
type were ruling Germany there would 


be no war.

A Long Ordeal 


We must gird ourself for an ordeal long and 
bitter. It has been shown already that no 
weapon is too barbarous to be employed if it 
serves its turn. We may be faced with the loath- 


some choice between following the enemy’s lead 
in such matters as the use of gas and suffering 
serious military detriment by refraining. 
Through it all we must keep our purpose and 
our conscience clear. We enter this conflict with 
great 4 antages. The country is united as it has 
never b on the eve of battle since Napoleon's 
day. Th. e is no such dissident minority as went 
into opposition in 1914. We know what we are 
fighting for; we know that in this war, our 
country has no selfish ends to serve; we know 
that nothing that might have stopped it has been 
left untried. National unity, which the reorgan- 
izations and revolutions due to war will in some 
directions strain heavily, must at all costs be 
preserved. A peace based on justice, not on 
Polish or French or British interests, must be the 
pledged purpose, and the single tolerable out- 
gome of the struggle. Germany’s claims, so far 
as they were just before she fought, will be just 
still, But for acquisitive aggression there can be 
no quarter.—The Spectator, London. 


The Record Behind the Speech 


Peace under such conditions as Hitler would 
have it, would bring no peace to Europe. It would 
be the surrender of minorities to the power of the 
sword, and the negation of the causes for which 
the Allies entered the war. No peace proposal 
can be acceptable which does not free Europe 
from the menace of aggression, and there must 
be assurances that Germany's undertakings 
would be backed by something more substantial 
than the promises of the past two years. 

This picturesue idea of the “outstretched 
hand,” dripping with the blood of stricken 
Poland, is not likely to be impressive. 

Says the Fuehrer, Germany has no demands 
to make on France or Britain in asking why 
should the war in the West continue. His state- 
ment of the case, except for the necessary 
amendments in regard to Eastern Europe, created 
by the changed status of Russia in relation to the 
Baltic and the Balkans, presents little that is new 
to warrant the Allied nations from receding from 
the position they took up in their origina) ulti- 
matum declaring a state of war 

He is prepared to let the world call it a sign 
of weakness that after laying waste a nation he 
is ready to treat for peace, but the trouble is that 
a peace at this stage—unsupported by disarma- 
ment—would be equivalent to compel the doing 
again of what has been necessary since the 
Treaty of Versailles was torn up, acceptance of 
another Munic ith all its implications.

LONDON, Oct. 12—The govern- 
ment introduced legislation in the} 
House of Commons today to stamp | 
out war profiteering in food and 
every-day commodities. 

The main object of the legislation 
is to ensure that the price of goods | 
which enter the cost of living is not 
raised more than is justified by the 
increase in various costs due to the 
war. It does not apply to exports. 

The board of trade will be em-| 
powered to set prices beyond which 
no person may sell goods. In gen- 


| eral the set prices will be computed 


on the prices paid Aug. 1, 1939, plus 
normal increases due to the war. 


Enforcement of the act will be 
placed in the hands of a central 
price regulation committee. Any 


person guilty of selling price-regu- 
lated goods at more than the per- 
mitted price will be liable on sum- 
mary conviction to three months in 
jail or a fine not exceeding £100 or 
both 

Persistent violators could be sent 
to jail for two years, fined £500, or 
prevented from carrying on busi- 
ness. |
